partment doing with budget 
$1,096,541.24 for fiscal 1981? 

Well, quick glance the depart- 
budget shows that most the 
them, exact, out total workforce 
66. Middlesex County, the taxpay- 
ers are paying for county engineer, 
senior assistant engineer, two 
plain old assistant county engineers, and 
plethora senior civil engineers, assis- 
tant civil engineers, and junior civil engi- 
neers. But said, assumptions can 
dangerous Middlesex. According 
County Engineer Philip Lynch, head 
the highway department, there are fact 
only seven certified engineers his 
staff. The county’s property-taxpayers 
are, short, paying employ engi- 
neers people who are not engineers, 
least not certified engineers.

the context the canal controversy, 
and while never became devotee 
the Georgian, McCullough convinced 
history will applaud Carter for 
courageous decision. 

spoke about such things 
anniversary sorts. was years ago 
this very month that American troops 
began landing and fighting Cuba. The 
tub-thumping, breast-beating patriots 
those times justified the Spanish- 
American War moral crusade 
enlightened Anglo-Saxon Christians 
remove the Spanish yoke oppression 
from the backs the poor Cubans.

Each time prepare lay out yet 
another trail, each time enunciate 
some new adaptation the Monroe 
Doctrine, announce the world and 
with only the best intentions. The 
language varies with the era, but comes 
down two verbs and 
are forever trying uplift 
Latin Americans morally, culturally, 
economically with the stated goal 
saving them from the British, the French, 
the Spanish, the commies, even them- 
selves. That all this uplifting and saving 
has often helped major banks and 


other corporations rarely made part

the national monologue. speak 
grandly trying save Central and 
South America for democracy, while 
British conservatives seem have 
problem saying out loud that the 
trying protect its economic interests. 
The bumbling Latin American policy 
the current administration simply 
shows how far have strayed from the 
message James Monroe delivered 
Congress 1823, when declared that 
should consider any attempt their 
(the Europeans’) extend their 
system any portion this hemisphere 
dangerous our peace and 
Since then, the fires democracy that 
burned throughout all Latin America 
have been too often extinguished 
caudillos, the men horseback, who 


tide into the capitals the heads con- 


quering rebel armies and impose yet new 
dictatorships. And time and again, this 
great Yanqui giant the north, once 
beacon hope for the Bolivars Latin 
America, sides with the most convenient 
dictator. Rarely does the United States 
seek out young Fidel Castro; no, such 
promising young men are rejected and 
sent packing the communists others, 
who gladly receive them heroes. 

the last four decades, have con- 
veniently blamed the communists the 
source turmoil Latin America. 


turn, every tinhorn, right-wing dictator 


played our fear communism 
curry favor with our public and private 
sectors. Rafael Trujillo, who 
Dominican Republic for more than three 
decades for the enrichment his family 
and friends, took out full-page adver- 
tisements American newspapers 
tout his. nation haven for the 
businessman, the investor, and the 
tourist, but never for the communist.

necessary, new lands .... (This is) the 
Anglo-Saxon instinct empire 
this means the Stars and Stripes over

Our oratory much less flowery these 
days. talk more cooperative efforts 
stimulate development and counter 
communist aggression, but still retain 
Beveridge’s instinct for the marketplace 
Holy Grail that justifies almost any 
crusade. doing so, have played 
cruel trick what Beveridge said was 
our Anglo-Saxon heritage. 

was, some historians contend, that 
very heritage that helped forge 
democracy here, opposed the 
repressive and stultifying Spanish tradi- 
tion monarchy that bred clones from 
the Rio Grande south. Beveridge and 
those who inherit his philosophy are 
really much closer the conquistadores 
who hacked South American Indians 
the name Christianity and pacifica- 


tion. 


The Spanish conquerors saw them- 
selves chosen agents 
Christianity. The enemy was the pagan. 
If, destroying pagans subduing 
them, one could also turn tidy profit, all 
the better. the 1890s, America’s con- 
querors saw themselves similarly. The 
enemy was the Spaniard any other 
European who dared get the way. And 
the profits would prove enormous. 
Today, the profits are presumably still 
there made, and the pagan has 
become the communist. 

one should deny that communists 
can energetic and greedy 
capitalists, but stamping the commu- 
nist label every Latin American revolt, 
the only confirming its historical ig- 
norance its own neighbors. The ma-

This time she was settled East Boston, 
living welfare, and riding the 
uncertain rollercoaster her addiction.

she was learning care for the infant 
Brian; her relationship with her second 
child’s father was unstable; and she had 
on-again-off-again junk habit. 
October 29, 1975, seeking free maternity 
clothes and supportive services related 
her pregnancy, Greta voluntarily visited 
the Boston office the Catholic Chari- 
table Bureau, Charities. 
was simple. was Catholic, and needed 
she says. known then 
what know now, never would have 
walked through that 

What Catholic Charities offered Greta 
the maternity sought and 
counselor talk should not have en- 
gendered such bitterness. didn’t the 
outset. Initially, Greta’s relationship with 
Catholic Charities social worker Nancy 
Robb (who declined interviewed for 
this story, citing the need maintain 
confidentiality about her cases) seemed 
devoid ill will. The two women were, 
course, quite different. The earnest 
young social worker listened carefully 
tales lowlife, took copious notes all 
that was said, and made referrals 
health and welfare agencies that Greta 
might have had trouble contacting her 
own.

freon, which not only ean act depres- 
sant, but also irritates the eyes and the 
upper respiratory tract; methanol.

$247.50) which includes cardiopulmonary 
examination cardiologist, stress EKG 
evaluation, aerobic capacity and blood-pressure 
evaluations, blood-chemistry profile, pulmonary- 
function tests, body-composition tests, and 
medication and coronary-risk-factor profiles. 
detailed medical history from the referring 
physician interpreted along with these test results, 
and the result individualized exercise program. 

The classes which take place Monday and 
Friday 7:30 p.m., and Wednesday p.m., for 
week sessions, include warmups, walking, jogging, 
and bicycling, all directed physical therapist, 
CCU nurse, cardiologist, and experienced exercise 
leaders. The fee $220 encompasses exercise 
classes, exercise prescription updates, EKG 
monitoring, individual rehabilitation counseling, 
and Wednesday-evening health seminars 
related topics.

Pasta dishes and shops are all the rage. But there’s new shop 
Charles Street Pasta Pronto that goes one culinary step 
beyond: ready-made pesto. This green sauce, aromatic 

mixture basil, parsley, garlic, grated cheese, pine nuts, and 
oil, enhances fresh pasta the nth degree conclusion 

confirmed the dish spinach fettuccine, pesto, shrimp, and 
scallops that Wild Goose chef David Seltzer prepared 
could sample Pasta Pronto’s fare. The spinach pasta sells for 
$1.75 pound, the other varieties (including egg, tomato, 


whole wheat, beet, and soon-to-be-offered carrot), and can 


cut fettuccine linguini width. Manager Dawn Wisner, 
who studied with Madeleine Kamman, oversees all the pasta 
and sauce making. 

Besides offering pesto price comparable what 
spend make yourself ($1.75 for half-pint, enough for 
three four people), the shop also sells basic tomato sauce,

Heavy metal: man and vending machine

ustody battles are always messy, 
and this one was exception. 

The plaintiff accused the defen- 
dants assaulting the victim with intent 
get free sandwiches and coffee, and 
demanded custody. The defendants 
denied the charge and claimed 
their fault the victim got shot up; they 
said that’s just the way things 
sometimes. The case dragged on, but the 
defendants prevailed: Sergeant Phillip 
Esterhaus and his police force Hill 
Street Blues not only succeeded keep- 
ing vending machine precinct head- 
quarters but even got new one replace 
the one full bullet holes. 

may seem silly fight over 
something mundane vending ma- 
chine, but these institutions are 
American apple pie the junk food 
they sell: everyone has opinion 
favorite anecdote about them. Like 
they are easy make fun 
of, but just about everybody patronizes 
them. 1979 Americans threw $8.6 
billion into the slot for food, according 
the National Automatic Merchandising 
Association. (If you include everything, 
such ice and postage stamps, the total 
$12.8 billion.) This means that the 
average vending-machine food purchase 
1979 was cents, then the machines 
sold 24,571,428,571 items. the pop- 
ulation 1979 was 220 million, then 
each American bought 111.688 food 
items from vending machine.

packages cookies, crackers, peanuts, 
pretzels, and potato chips; candy bars;

According the Massachusetts 
Automatic Merchandising Council, there 
are between food vendors this 
state. Howard Michaels past presi- 
dent the council and president 
Automatic Vendors, Inc., Randolph. 
has been the business years and 
doesn’t like think the stuff sells 
junk: “What people call junk food isn’t 
necessarily junk,” told me. “After all, 
candy bar has some nutritional value. 
The food buy for our machines the 
same food you buy the supermarket, 
except buy wholesale.

When potential client calls vending 
company for bid, the company does 
survey determine how many 
employees there are, where they work 
the building, when they work, and how 
close they are other eating es- 
tablishments.

Most companies that generous, 
and according Michaels average can 
many machines selling for anymore, 
and going start pushing soon. 
New York hear it’s now 
said. hold prices down, vendors are 
pushing the cup machines over the can 
machines. The cup machines are more ex- 
pensive and require more maintenance, 
but canned soda more expensive than 
canned syrup and water. prefer 
the cans because their portability. It’s 
also sealed container, which makes 
people more Michaels said. 
And the can machines are more reliable, 
anyone ever pushed button 
and gotten cup, ice, and soda the 
wrong order knows: you stand there star- 
ing small pile brown slush with 
paper cup sitting top. still 
pushing the cups. It’s the only way 
keep soda under Michaels add- 
ed. 

Perhaps the only way beat inflation 
the coin slot work for vendor, 
least for Automatic Vendors. first 
glance the employees’ cafeteria unim- 
pressive, just small room with metal 
chairs and tables and few old machines 
dispensing coffee, candy, soda, and 
snacks. The dull surroundings are more 
than bearable when you notice what the 
food selling for: coffee and snacks are 
dime, candy cents, and canned soda 
quarter. price special for our 
Michaels said. 

It’s not priced for employees 
Beth Israel Hospital, according Paul 
Browne, food-service manager the 
department nutrition services. The 
hospital profits from the machines; six- 
ounce cup soda costs cents, for ex- 
ample. Because hospitals are open all the 
time, vending services have traditionally 
been good, and Beth Israel lives 
tradition. There full bank 
machines, which, besides the usual 
snacks, sell everything from soup 
nuts: pudding, doughnuts, sunflower 
kernels (no yogurt), soups, milk (regular, 
skim, and chocolate), sandwiches, and 
coffee, course; and there’s 
microwave oven heat your purchases.

This classic cherry pudding from 
Limoges, France (where it’s called 
clafoutis) usually made baking dish 
and spooned onto plates.

tablespoons potato starch (available 
the specialty section most super- 
markets); 

tablespoons imported kirsch; 

Grated rind lemon; 

Confectioners’ sugar (for sprinkling). 


Have 10-or 11-inch French tart pan 
with removable base hand. 

For the pastry: sift the flour and salt 
into bowl and cut the butter into small 
pieces. Cut the butter into the flour with 
palette knife until the mixture resembles 
crumbs. Stir the three tablespoons 
sugar. Add the egg-and-water mixture 
and continue cutting with the palette 
knife until most the pastry slightly 
dampened. Turn the mixture out onto 
lightly floured board and press away 
from you with the heel your hand 
the mixture forms dough. Add another 
teaspoon ice water necessary. 


Mold the dough into flat cake, wrap 
plastic, and refrigerate for 
minutes. 

Set the oven 400 degrees. 

For the cherry pudding: halve the 
cherries, removing the stems and the pits. 
Set them aside. 

Beat the cream cheese and butter 
electric mixer until they are combined. 
Add the cream, eggs, and sugar and beat 
the mixture until the ingredients are com- 
pletely incorporated. Add the flour, 
potato starch, kirsch, and lemon rind and 
beat the mixture well mix. Set aside.

tem DJs twiddled around with the bass, 
treble, and tone controls their amps 
produce primitive special effects that 
would the (Astute musi- 
cians and engineers have known for years 
that persistent bass/drum heartbeat 
surefire means getting audience 
shake its collective tailfeather.) Through- 
out the ‘60s and early ‘70s, King Tubby, 
Lee Perry, and other producers honed and 
polished this rudimentary 
nique, and eventually dub evolved into 
complex instrumental tone-poetry 
legitimate and influential reggae pop 
form. Today, almost every Jamaican 
single has flip side, dub 
effects crop even the staidest reg- 
gae records, and perform- 
ers who intone sing-song raps chants 
over dub tracks usually occupy the top 
positions the charts. 

many non-Jamaicans, though, dub 
remains inscrutable best and dismiss- 
able worst. Bottom-heavy dub mixes 
reggae songs which shards 
melody float sea echo and reverb, 
suddenly appearing and just suddenly 
dying away have counterpart 
Babylon pop. And you have work 
harder dub. dub number starts out 
innocuously enough: sounds like any 
other reggae song. But then the melody 
lines (vocals, guitar, keyboards, horns) 
drop out without warning, and you are 
left with only the relentless, chunking 
riddim the bass and drums.

hen song like from the 
dB’s debut album takes hold, the rock ‘n’ 

roll fan gets time-honored thrill: 
berserk breaks and turnarounds like gasping 
organ solo and weird, fading echoes guitar lick 
that clash with classic pop-song structures like 
close vocal harmonies and strong, straight-time 
drumming. The dB’s are virtually alone today 
laying equal emphasis tradition and innova- 
tion. Their tales heartbreak, lust, and growing 
are short and plain-spoken because they 
imply everyone knows the pop essentials love 
and adolesence. Their experiments and frills are 
jagged, stripped-down chunks catchy noise 
because they assume cool people listen 
punk and Rough Trade records.

ontemporary art takes 
such bizarre and diverse 

forms that not clear 
people who declare themselves 
artists. Art galleries nevertheless 
shows around this time each year. 
such exhibitions, may the 
knack attracting art deal- 
attention market glutted 
with eager competitors.

Bumping into walls, 
greeting his co-workers with 
jaunty wave and, course, 
being frostily ignored Kent 
walking photo, and 
Christopher Reeve portrays him 
with some the relish Super- 
man himself might bring this 
endless performance; he’s 
actor playing actor. Kent, 
glues frightened little grin 
and hunches his shoulders 
though perpetual cowering had 
somehow deformed him; when 
walks, feigns light-hearted 
bounce that reminds Steve 
Martin one his phony-stud 
roles. Reeve’s Kent always looks 
though were about drop 
through trap door somewhere, 
and after watching him for 
while, you ache see him turn 


into Superman it’s the only 
way the poor guy can relax and 
himself. But course, when 
Superman loses his power, the 
role longer comic.

lines the old Batman 
shows. Comic-book fans don’t 
enjoy seeing their holy holies 
delicious spoof like Flash Gordon 
and the success wearisome 
clunker like Excalibur Lord 
the Rings tell anything, 
that comic lovers like their fanta- 
sies pretty solemn. Superman 
isn’t solemn the least, fortu- 
nately, but it’s also not spoofy- 
campy. Most the godawful 
clowning Ned Beatty and Val- 
erie Perrine, Lex toady 
and moll, respectively, has been 
jettisoned, and Gene Hackman’s 
Luthor has become far wittier 
character. seems Luthor has 
discovered the whereabouts 
tiates himself into the company 
the three super-villains, who re- 
gard him sort useful in- 
sect. Hackman plays 
egotism off against his obse- 
quiousness, interspersing tart 
cracks with outrageous curtsies 
and flourishes. the process, 
manages make himself look 
smarter than his overlords; he’s 
the courtier who would king. 

Not that the three villains are 
stupid. just little dis- 
oriented. never had such 
and like 
wanton children who suddenly 
hood where all the other kids are 
littler than they are. Superman 
part old-fashioned men- 
ace-from-outer-space movie, and 
the filmmakers have good time 
sending the monster-flick 
cliches: the landing the woods

forth. This stuff deft and amus- 
ing because the screenwriters 
know how create lively dia- 
logue that also has the dumb, em- 
phatic tone the comics. And in- 
stead being raging monsters, 
the villains are marvelously fop- 
pish and chic. General Zod 
dissipated noble, and Terence 
Stamp plays him with world- 
weary aplomb. After conquering 
Earth, Zod simply the 
energy rape and pillage his new 
domain; just sits the Oval 
Office, bored out his skull. 
Stamp has occupied himself lately 
playing holy men movies like 
Teorema and Meetings with Re- 
markable Men, and de- 
veloped blank-eyed, imperious 
stare; wearing black clothes and 
short beard, he’s like burned- 
out Inquisitor sick tor- 
turing puny heretics. fact, 
Stamp’s disaffection might be- 
come wearisome were not 
flanked two splendid asso- 
ciates: Jack the 
mute muscleman Non, like 
one those indestructible killers 
the James Bond movies, and

Taking the White Mountains for granite

ore than years have passed 
since the current generation 

leading rock 
covered the magnificent cliffs the 
White Mountains New Hampshire. 
Since 1970, the resort town North 
Conway has been home parade 
world-class climbers who have pioneered 
hundreds new routes the many 
granite rock faces the area. This con- 
tinuing spectacle stunning first ascents 


has attracted thousands recreational 


climbers, giving the Whites reputation 
the most exciting place climb the 
eastern United States. 

But despite the spectacular nature 
these events, they might well have oc- 
curred secret. The awesome cliffs 
around North Conway the four major 
ones range height from the 300-foot 
Humphrey’s Ledge the imposing 1000- 
foot face Cannon Mountain are only 
three-hour drive from Boston, and 
number Massachusetts climbers are 


known throughout the world for their’ 


outstanding ability. Yet there isn’t 
single climber whose name has become 
household word New England, let 
alone America. 

This situation might well at- 
tributable the difficulties television has 
portraying silent battle with 
profoundly inanimate wall rock. 
Great Britain, however, where sport climb- 
ing got earlier start, climbers and 
climbing have achieved considerably 
more notoriety. There, English climbers 
report, names like Chris Bonington and 
Don Whillans mean much the 
average person the names Joe Namath 
and Bill Russell people here the 
States. Perhaps only that America 
few years behind appreciating the ex- 
traordinary climbers has produced. 

any case, not surprising that 
the general public here still views rock 
climbing something akin tightrope- 
walking activity more along the 
lines stunt than serious sport. For 
Paul Ross, the 43-year-old owner the 
International Mountain Climbing School 
North Conway, climbing rock 
during the warmer months and snow 
and ice winter the pre-eminent 
sporting activity. Like other sports,

practiced nearly anyone who 
physically fit and who enjoys challenge. 
Ross, British immigrant who has been 
climbing since was years old, 
believes that too many people are scared 
away from climbing exaggerated tales

fact, though climbing excep- 
tionally safe sport with little chance for 
injuries, not democratic cross- 
country skiing, sport that septuagenar- 
ians can share with their grandchildren 
while enjoying the outdoors relative 
ease. This season, Ross’s students have 
run the gamut from eight-year-old girl 
couple their mid-50s. And Fritz 
Wiessner, the legendary 
patriate climber, his 80s and still 
climbs very well the intermediate level. 
But given the average fitness older 
Americans, exception. Climbing 
sport for those sound body and 
bold spirit. 

Ross has been teaching people how 
climb for years. small man, 
about five feet, five inches tall, and ex- 
tremely fit from lifetime moun- 
taineering. started climbing the 
English Lake District, where put 
many first ascents; and spent several 
seasons the Alps, where participated 
with Bonington and Whillans the first 
British ascent the Dru epic climb 
that lasted more than four days. Since 
coming America 1968 has taught 
several Outward Bound Schools, made 
more than 100 first ascents the New 
England area, and climbed the Salathe 
Wall Capitan Yosemite National 
Park. 

Despite his impressive resume, Ross 
does not have the appearance overly 
superb climber his peers throughout 
America and Great Britain, but also 
known bit rogue, fine folk 
singer, man with sophisticated ap- 
preciation for hops and barley. addi- 
tion, has quick sense humor and 
thick British accent none which 
prevents him from continuing one 
the most-experienced climbing 
teachers the East Coast.

The 
outer Cape crucial the hundreds 
thousands birds who stop there while 
migrating the fall and spring, and the 
seemingly barren sands support variety 
wildlife that ranges from rabbits 
seals deer occasional eagle. Along 
the seashore unusual concentration 
habitat types: there are swamps, salt 
marshes, freshwater marshes, dunes, 
hardwood forests, pine forests, bogs, 
shrublands, and meadows within few 


miles one another. Despite this splen- 


did natural richness, most the five mil- 
lion annual visitors the outer Cape re- 
main more interested dermatology than 
geology; they are, fact, intent 
flopping down and reaching higher states 
actinic mutilation that they are 
unlikely raise their heads high enough 
from their blankets notice the finback 
whales that sometimes swim off Race 
Point Beach. 

Since 1961, when the Cape Cod 
National Seashore was created, the 
federal government has been charge 
allowing visitors poke around the 
outer Cape while protecting the area from 
damage those same visitors. Al- 
though the Cape Cod National Seashore 
has received mixed reviews for its per- 


formance far, has cleared some the 
best and easiest free walking trails the 
Cape, anyone wishing ex- 
plore beyond post-modernist traditions 
the design beach blankets. The 
following, then, offered south-to- 
north report from one who has recently 
walked most those trails, many for the 
first time. One preliminary word ad- 
vice: watch out for poison ivy; borders 
most these paths. 


Fort Hill Trail 

Fort Hill rises above Nauset Marsh 
little more than mile north the rotary 
Route Eastham. The area has 
some the best soil the outer Cape, 
and Fort Hill was farmed into the 1940s. 
was, fact, the soil that attracted the 
first settlement Eastham; the area was 
once dotted with orchards, vegetable gar- 
dens, and livestock farms. 

The trail begins down side road from 
Route sign marks the turn the 
right. Across from the parking lot and 
just west from magnificent horse chest- 
nut, one passes through lichen-covered 
whalebone arch and walks the yellow 
white Penniman House, 1867 
French-style dwelling named after the 
wealthy whaling captain who had built. 
The trail passes the house, behind which 
phoebes nest, and enters low woods, 
where one can hear bobwhites calling all 
day long. Poison ivy grows abundantly 
beside the path, which soon enters 
stand black-locust trees, wild rose, and 
mats wild mint. Vines climb the locust 
trunks, and yellow warblers are common. 

Soon the woods open out meadow, 
and high grass rises Fort Hill. Bobo- 
links, the only North American birds 
all black their undersides and 
brightly colored their backs, give their 
tinkling song and fly low over the 
meadow. This good hawk country, and 
blackbirds are sometimes seen mobbing 
hawk make sure keeps 
moving away from their territory. Leav- 
ing bayberry and beach-plum bushes be- 
hind, the trail climbs pleasantly the 
crest Fort Hill, where there out- 
look across Nauset Marsh, fertile inlet 
that teems with shellfish, terns, gulls, 
hawks, and sometimes egrets. From the 
outlook, Nauset Light stands beside the 
Coast Guard station the horizon the 
left, and across the marsh Nauset Spit, 
where Henry Beston wrote his classic 
Cape Cod work, The Outermost House. 


After the outlook, the trail drops down 
the edge the marsh and passes low 
flat rock with broken mussel shells its 
base. These are the remains shellfish 
that gulls pick whole from the marsh and 
then drop onto the rock they fly above 
it, thus breaking open the shells. the 
marsh, snowy egrets and green herons 
hunt for fish, and terns can seen 
dropping like stones into the water, then 
flying out with fish. 

Passing stone walls left over from 
farming days, the trail rises away from 
the marsh, winds blackberries, honey- 
suckle, buttercups, 
then suddenly enters dark grove red 
cedar, coming out into more poison ivy 
and reaching Indian 

Here atop Skiff Hill open-sided 
interpretive shelter built around one 
the large boulders that the Indians used 
for sharpening fish hooks and axes. From 
Indian Rock, the trail proceeds down 
the intersection with the Red Maple 
Swamp Trail. Combined, the Fort Hill 
and Red Maple Swamp trails are roughly 
two miles long. 


Red Maple Swamp Trail 

This trail forks off the Fort Hill Trail 
and descends long steps through huge 
and beautiful red maples. Walking along 
the boardwalk, one finds wood anemone 
and Canada mayflower the side the 
trail, which winds through habitat 
radically different from that the top 
Fort Hill such short distance away. Here 
the woods are overgrown and moist, with 
highbush blueberry, sweet pepperbush, 
and some the largest red maples one 
likely see; some the gnarled, thick 
trunks hover just few feet above the 
boardwalk, and one tree has trunk that 
must six feet diameter. the 
boardwalk jack-in-the-pulpit, with its 
crinkled shiny leaves and strange blos- 
som, fox grape and catbrier, nettled chain 
fern and cinnamon fern, raspberry and 
tupelo black gum. Farther on, one passes 
more mats Canada mayflower and 
bushes swamp azalea before turning 
right onto the Fort Hill Trail and return- 
ing the parking lot. Length: about one 
mile. 
Nauset Marsh Trail 

Farther Route North Eastham, 
are two short trails that begin the Na- 
tional Salt Pond Visitor Cen- 
ter, building whose pagoda-like design 
the locals had trouble accepting first. 


Walking down the path the left the 
building, one drops past beach plum 
the amphitheater where the Seashore pre- 
sents evening programs the geology, 
biology, and history the Cape. Beyond 
the amphitheater the Nauset Marsh 
Trail. 

the right Salt Pond, once fresh- 
water pond but now connected with 
Nauset Marsh. Green herons hunt the 
edge, and the center are wooden rafts 
that the local shellfish warden uses 
seed the quahog population. the slope 
the left are mats bearberry, and 
black oak and beach plum grow over 
woodchuck burrows. The trail briefly 
cuts through red cedars and comes out 
again the marshy channel that con- 
nects Salt Pond with Nauset Marsh, then 
crosses the marsh inlet over wooden 
bridge. Crabs might seen below the 
bridge, and one can see boathouses the 
edge this small marsh and more red 
cedars the open rise behind them. 

The trail rises the left and re-enters 
the cedars, emerging outlook over 
Nauset Marsh and Nauset Spit. Bob- 
whites call the high grass behind the 
overlook. The view similar that 
offered the Fort Hill Trail, and fact 
Skiff Hill can seen the right. From 
here, the trail, which has passed through 
pond and marsh, enters third habitat 
type, fairly extensive cedar wood. There 
are bayberry and some pitch pines, and 
then there smaller freshwater marsh 
the right, where blackbirds nest the 
extensive growth aquatic buttonbush. 
the summer, this marsh can get 
covered with duckweed, which though 
one the smallest flowering plants 
prolific that rails and sandpipers 
poking can sometimes seem walk 
the water. The trail completes the loop 
through overgrown farmland and returns 
the visitor center. 


Buttonbush Trail 

This trail mile loop, the first trail 
this country built for the blind. loops 
through much the same habitat the 
wooded sections the Nauset Marsh 
Trail, with which connected, but 
there are more hardwoods and over- 
looks. Blind persons guide themselves 
walking beside thick rope that runs 
along the trail. sections where footing 
might tricky, piece garden hose 
has been slipped over the rope 
warning, and there are round plastic 
markers the rope wherever there 
braille sign explaining feature that 
appeals one’s sense smell, touch, 
taste, hearing. The trail financed 
the visitor-center bookshop and also 
pleasant walk for sighted people wishing 
new perspective the natural world. 


Atlantic White Cedar Swamp Trail 

South Wellfleet unusual white- 
cedar swamp, reached turning right 
off Route the traffic light 5.2 miles 
north the Salt Pond Visitor Center. 
Proceeding the Marconi Station 
Area, one reaches parking lot and the 
1.2-mile Atlantic White Cedar Swamp 
Trail, unusual because contains five 
different biotic communities very 
small area. 

The first woods the trail are pitch 
pine, and their needles cover the hard 
packed sand underfoot. Quickly the 
pines give way bear oak, low and 
shrubby, with bushes black huckle- 
berry within reach. The trail moves into 
transition community combined oak 
and pine, where the salt spray has kept 
the trees level and stunted (down 
perhaps five feet). Although all are the 
same height, they are not the same age; 
some might years old, some perhaps 
50. Beneath them are bearberry and 
heath, and the trail descends toward 
the swamp, the trees, more protected now 
and growing richer, moister soil, grow 
taller. There are few low sweet blue- 
berries, and bear oak replaced the 
taller black oak. Finally the trail rises 
community black oak, and over the 
rise one descends into more bear oak and 
wintergreen, then starflower and sheep 
laurel, swamp azalea and inkberry. 

Here the boardwalk loop begins 
(visitors stroll plank paths built above 
the water), entering the swamp and the 
Atlantic white cedars, southern trees that 
are actually kind cypress and un- 
common north here. some them

least two occasions, Jonah 
excepted, whales have been known 
swallow people.

Harrison Matthews, author The 
Natural History the Whale, cautions 
against seeing these acts evidence 
cetacean samaritanism intelligence.

Just how smart are these the 
Sociobiologist E.O. Wilson puts 
them par with dogs. Lincoln-based 
cetologist Roger Payne, while cautioning

Atlantic. The beach plum and 
bear oak are dotted with web- 
worm nests, and this area badly 
defoliated these caterpillars 
the spring, when one can hear 
them chomping leaves the 
millions. After passing second 
overlook, the trail descends 
bearberry and blueberry slope, 
where towhees scratch around 
hidden the bushes. Bullfrogs 
sing the swamp below. Spread 
over the open side the kettle 
one emerges from the swamp are 
blueberry bushes and more bear- 
berry. Finally the trail re-enters 
the woods and completes its short 
half-mile loop the parking lot. 


Pilgrim Spring Trail 
Iso the Pilgrim Heights 
area, this half-mile loop passes 
through some the best blue- 
berry country the Cape Cod 
National Seashore. morn- 
ing early July, one can pick 
quart blueberries here and still 
not notice any difference the 
number ripening along the trail. 
The trail passes Pilgrim Spring, 
believed the first source 
fresh water for the colonists when 
they anchored what now 
Provincetown Harbor for the first 
time, 1620. 


Beech Forest Trail 

the road the Province 
Lands Visitor Center off Route 
Provincetown, the Beech Forest 
Trail the Province Lands, one 
the oldest conservation areas 
the country. mile long, winds 
through one the few upland 
beech forests the Cape, 
bright, open wood above two 
small ponds. This the only 
hardwood forest the Cape Cod 
National Seashore. 

Off the parking lot, the path 
crosses small wooden bridge 
and enters the woods. There are 
more blueberries here, together 
with Canada mayflower and 
tupelo black gum. Beyond the 
blueberries stand pitch pine 
and Virginia rose. There black 
cherry, then huckleberry. The 
trail rises out the pines, then 
descends into black oak and 
finally into the sunlit beech 
forest. 

Here are woodland birds: red- 
eyed vireos and black-and-white 
warblers. the spring, pink 
blooms beside the 
trail. the intersection with the 
short loop that returns around the 
first pond the parking lot, there 
are couple white birches, 
common New Hampshire 
forests but rare here. Going 
deeper into the pleasant woods, 
one walks thick carpet 
beech leaves, then ascends the 
ridge the left. Going down the 
other side, sees most clearly 
the changing nature the Cape. 
Soon the loop will lead back 
the parking lot, but here the 
spot linger, examine the 
heaps sand that have blown 
over the ridge the right, piling 
the tree trunks, moving over 
this forest and suffocating 
little more with every high wind.

Most people, even those who 
have used ropes for protection 
climbing small cliffs, actually 
not understand how team 
climbers makes its way rock 
face. essence, the system works 
like this. Two climbers both tie 
into the ends climbing rope. 
One climber stays the ground 
and anchors himself tree, 
large boulder, similarly secure 
fixture. The lead climber then 
proceeds climb, taking his end 
the rope with him. The climber 
the ground plays the rope out 
the leader makes progress. 

The rope, course, offers the 
leader protection whatsoever 
somewhere the rock 
face. This piton or, more 
often, nut (as nuts and bolts) 
that wedges firmly into crack 
the rock. The leader then at- 
taches carabiner, large metal 
clip about four inches long, the 
nut and clips the rope into the 
carabiner. 

The rope runs freely through 
the carabiner the leader con- 
tinues climb. Should fall, 
the rope will eventually catch 
the carabiner, provided the 
climber the ground does not let 
the rope slip through his hands. 
leader does fall, the climber 
the ground, holding the rope 
firmly, can keep him place 
lower him slowly using the rope 
and carabiner like pulley 
system. 

the leader falls the point 
has placed piece protection, 
will stopped immediately. 
But falls when is, say, 
feet above his protection, will 
fall feet before the rope 
caught the carabiner. Simi- 
larly, falls from point 
feet above his protection, will 
drop feet before being caught. 
Falls are rare because most lead 
climbers are acutely aware their 
limitations, and the great majority 
falls that occur are sur- 
vived without the slightest injury.

Always was. can’t 
king because they let men who mar- 
ried queens become kings, then the hus- 
bands would outrank their wives, which 
would draw power away from the royal 
family, something royal families have tra- 
ditionally considered bad thing. 

See, understand the system he- 
reditary peerange, one must put oneself 
very sexist frame mind. royal cir- 
cles, men outrank women. The only way 
you end with queen when wom- 
marries king (he stays charge; she 
gets the title and keeps dies, but 
she never gets rule) when (as the 
case Elizabeth) there simply isn’t any 
male close enough the top get her 
way. Elizabeth had had brother, even 
younger brother she would probably 
never have been queen; Charles would 
probably never have been Prince 
Wales and never king and would prob- 
ably having his wedding reception 
the local Oddfellows Hall. You can see 
how this sort arrangement could have 
gotten out hand back when being king 
was job with real clout. 

what they call the Heir Apparent the 
throne, meaning he’s next line. Its ap- 
parent that king someday unless 
dies abdicates. Queen Elizabeth, 
the other hand, never was the Heir Ap- 
parent.

The Chinese thought more 
highly the common dandelion 
than their guests did they used 
treatment for abscesses, 
swelling, and snakebite. fact, 
the medicinal value attributed 
the plant long predates its repu- 
tation 
nemesis. Its greens have been 
used since ancient times brew 
healthful spring tonics. was 
once major ingredient patent 
medicines. (Those tonics probably 
did stave off vitamin deficiencies 
caused lack green vege- 
tables during the winter.) During 
the Middle Ages, Arab physicians 
prescribed dandelion remedies for 
eye ailments. But the dandelion 
was best known for other 
properties. 

John Parkinson’s Theatrum bo- 
tanicum, first published 1640, 
said the dandelion: 
wonderfully openeth the uritoric 
parts, causing abundance 
urine, not only children whose 
meseraical veins are not suf- 
ficeintly strong containe the 
quantitie urine drawne the 
night, but that then without res- 
traint keeping backe they 
water their beds, but those 
old age also upon the stopping 
yeelding small quantitie 

recently 1972, Ben 
Harris wrote The Compleat 
Herbal that medicinal vir- 
tues this most worthy herb 
have been long established.

states that though the dandelion 
still cultivated and sold

tional value firmly established. 
every plant book seems eager 
point out, Italians and other 
southern Europeans have eaten 
the plant vegetable for years. 
The Victorians brewed dandelion 
wine, genteel but heady drink. 
And dandelions have long been 
touted such natural-foodists 
Euell Gibbons. Stalking the 
Healthful Herbs, Gibbons claims 
that the dandelion’s buds are 
good source protein (3.1 per- 
cent per 100 grams) and that the 
greens are excellent source 
calcium and potassium and the 
best-known source vitamin 
among all green vegetables, wild 
cultivated (14,000 per 100 
grams). Dandelions also contain 
sizable amount iron. 

Every part the dandelion can 
eaten, from the root the 
flowers. Gibbons recommends 
gathering dandelion buds early 
spring, boiling them for few 
minutes, and eating them with 
salt and butter.

Dandelion roots, when gath- 
ered the fall, can forced 
basement during the winter 
and used salad vegetable. The 
roots can also roasted and 
ground use coffee sub- 
stitute (some people can carry 
good thing too far). 

too late harvest dande- 
lion greens; the experts agree that 
they are best gathered before the 
plant blooms. When the plant 
more mature, the leaves become 
very fibrous and taste bitter. One 
can either cook the dandelion 
greens pickle them mixing 
them with one-fourth their 
weight dry salt. And, course, 
there’s dandelion wine made from 
the flowers. The recipe given 
below taken from Maida Silver- 
man’s City Herbal. 


Dandelion wine 
Makes three quarts 

quarts dandelion flowers; 

lemons; 

orange; 

pounds white sugar; 

package active dry yeast. 

Remove the green parts the 
dandelion flowers and place the 
flowers large, clean crock 
jar. Bring four quarts water 
boil and pour over the flowers. 
Let this stand for three days, stir- 
ring once day. the fourth 
day, squeeze the lemons and 
orange and set the juice aside, 
then add the sugar and the rinds 
the lemons and orange the 
flowers and water. Bring all 
ingredients full boil and sim- 
mer them for one hour. Add the 
citrus juices, let everything cool, 
and pour into the jar. 
Soften the yeast one-quarter 
cup warm water, spread this 
paste slice toast, and float 
top the liquid. Let 
everything stand three more days. 
Now strain through filter paper 
and pour into clean, sterilized 
bottles. Cork lightly until the 
bubbling (fermentation) stops, 
then secure the tops firmly. Let 
the wine mature least six 
months before drinking. 

(At least six months.)

Gypsy moths 


They were brought the 
United States through Cambridge 
1869, either for silk production 
for collections. any case, 
they soon escaped their 
Cambridge home and quickly 
spread throughout New England 
and New York forests. They have 
been plaguing since, 
defoliating and killing most kinds 
shade, fruit, and woodland 
trees. They are known 
scientifically Porthetria dispar, 
member the family 
Lymantriidae. year have 
more gypsy moths than ever 
before, and one sure why,” 
says Ralph Mankowsky, 
professor entomology the 
University Massachusetts 
(Amherst). have been 
building over the years but 
there’s definite cycle their 

The trouble with gypsy moths 
begins May, when the eggs 
that survived the winter hatch. 
The larvae feed leaves until 
about the third week June, 
“and they are voracious eaters, 
eat everything sight,” 
explains Mankowsky. They hang 
from trees thin threads, and 
since they weigh little, they can 
get blown several hundred yards 
the wind and move from tree 
tree. one day, one larva can 
eat entire large leaf, and 
thousands can defoliate tree. 
Toward the end June, the larva 
spins cocoon, and the moth 
emerges July. The females 
not fly but lay eggs, which the 
male moths disperse. The adults 
die the end the summer, and 
the eggs The cycle 
begins again the spring.

What prevents gypsy moths 
from turning our trees into coat 
racks the wilt disease, which 
can wipe them out few days. 
usually occurs the 
weather hot and and 
there are lots gypsy moths,” 
Mankowsky says. got all 
the gypsy moths need; just 
have hope for hot, muggy 
pleasant. moth larvae ooze 
and start drip, and there’s bad 
smell, but it’s worth putting 
with for few days.” The disease 
works fast, which you 
see slow build-up moths over 
several years and then sudden 
collapse.

Mescon says the severity the 
rash, dermatitis, varies with 
each individual. like poison 
ivy.

Kudzu, Japanese knotweed, 
and multiflora roses. these 
three ambitious plants, kudzu 
undoubtedly the worst. The 
Japanese call koo-zoo; 
Southerners call kud-zoo, along 
with many unprintable names; 
and most everyone else calls 
kood-zoo, according Shurtleff 
prolific leguminous vine the 
genus Pueraria, native the 
Orient. James Dickey wrote 
poem about that was published 
the New Yorker; movie has 
been made about it; and Jimmy 
Carter had some comments about 
during his 1976 campaign. 

Kudzu was put display 
the Japanese pavilion the 
Philadelphia Centennial 
Exposition 1876. was used 
small scale after that 
mainly ornamental vine 
vegetation private gardeners 
provide shade privacy from 
the neighbors. The fun didn’t 
start for nearly years. 

Now maybe doesn’t make 
sense take something from 
Japan and plant Georgia, but 
that’s what the Soil Conservation 
Service did 1935, when 
began promote kudzu the 
South way stop erosion 
and revitalize the soil. Kudzu 
gave back nitrogen-rich nutrients 
whose supply had been depleted 
decades careless and 
intensive planting cotton, corn, 
and tobacco. Kudzu was 
save the South. 

didn’t take long for the 
friendship sour. 1955 the 
Department Agriculture 
realized that kudzu had grown 
out control; had saved the 
South and then taken over. The 
warm climate and heavy rainfall 
were perfect growing conditions 
for the plant, and grow did. 
has taken down telephone poles, 
climbed 80-foot-high voltage 
towers 
transmission wires, closed roads, 
and smothered trees 100 feet high 
climbed their tops and cut 
off the sunlight with its dense 
foliage. has damaged crops and 
fruit trees and covered railroad 
tracks and traffic signs, and 
harbors snakes. everywhere 
the South, has gone 
far north Washington, DC,” 
reports Dr. Jake Tinga, 
horticulturist the University 
Agriculture College 
Experiment Station.
